VITAL  STATISTICS. 

POPULATION. 

Two  estimates  of  Population  are  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General,  viz.,  (a)  5,705  being  the  population  at  Mid-Year  1987  after 
the  loss  of  the  Parishes  of  Biggin  and  Little  Fenton,  and  ( b )  5,757  for 
use  in  calculating  the  various  Vital  Statistics. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

88  births — 46  males  and  37  females — were  registered,  furnishing 
a  birth  rate  of  14*4  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a  rate  of 
15-6  for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  14*9. 

Still  Births.  —  There  were  2  still  births,  furnishing  a  still  birth 
rate  of  ‘34  compared  with  -60  for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATE. 

69  deaths — 33  males  and  36  females — were  registered,  furnishing 
a  death  rate  of  1P98  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a  rate  of 
10-1  for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12-4. 

In  order  that  the  death  rate  of  the  area  may  be  comparable  with 
the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  Registrar  General 
has  supplied  a  comparability  figure  of  *86  by  which  the  crude  death 
rate  must  be  multiplied,  i.e.,  11*98  X  *86  =  10*3.
